The inspiration for Lights 
Out came from a famous re¬ 
mark made on the eve of the 
outbreak of war by the then 
Foreign Secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, who said: “The lamps are 
going out all over Europe; we 
shall not see them lit again in 
our life-time.” 

Britain declared war on 
Germany at upm on August 
4, 1914, after the deadline 
passed to respect Belgium’s 
neutrality.

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Staff leaving schools 
after academy change

An academy sponsor that has 
taken over three primary 
schools in Northampton in 
the past six months, has been 
criticised by a union leader for 
trying to change things too 
quickly and creating high 
levels of staff turnover. 

The EMLC Academy Trust 
has taken over Harding- 
stone, Castle and Stimpson 
Avenue Primary Schools, in 
Northampton, in the past six 
months and all three are sub¬ 
sequently said to have had a 
high staff turnover. 

At Stimpson Avenue eight 
teachers are believed to have 
left at the end of the summer 
term. At Castle, six teachers 
moved on and at Harding- 
stone, the headteacher left in 
January, and a number of oth¬ 
er staff have also gone. 

Gordon White, county 
secretary for the NUT, said: 
“Since EMLC Trust took over 
Stimpson Avenue, I have had 
calls almost weekly from 
teachers having problems. 

“It seems as if they are try¬ 
ing to change things too quick¬ 


ly and want to get rid of the 
staff they consider to be weak. 
There has been a significant 
turnover at the schools.” 

A spokesman for the EM¬ 
LC confirmed a number of 
staff had left Stimpson Av¬ 
enue Academy but said the 
school would have a “full com¬ 
plement of staff” in Septem¬ 
ber. 

The spokesman said: 
“Since April 2014, EMLC Acad¬ 
emy Trust has been clear in 
setting expectations with 
staff so that all teachers will 
be part of this j ourney of deliv¬ 
ering at least ‘Good’ outcomes 
for all pupils. We regret to say 
a number of staff have left 


the academy, of which some 
are in response to the expec¬ 
tations we have set. 

“EMLC Academy Trust is 
committed to staff develop¬ 
ment, with all staff being em¬ 
powered to providing the very 
best education to all pupils. 

“We have a programme of 
support planned to begin in 
September to deliver this ob¬ 
jective.” 

The trust has also an¬ 
nounced that new principal, 
Darren Smith, who previous¬ 
ly led a school rated ‘good’ by 
Ofsted in the county, will be 
taking over the running of 
Stimpson Avenue Primary 
School.

A disabled former housing of¬ 
ficer threatened with court 
action for repairing a set 
of steps leading to his back 
garden has labelled the legal 
moves ludicrous’. 

Jim 0 ’ Rourke moved into his 
house at Pindar Rise, Thorp- 
lands Brook, 19 years ago with 
his wife, Sharon. 

He had bought the property 
from Northampton Borough 
Council and assumed a 4ft high 
set of steps leading to his raised 
back garden gate were includ¬ 
ed in the sale. 

As he is now almost entire¬ 
ly wheelchair bound due to a 
degenerated spine, in July last 
year he had the top step low¬ 
ered, and the rest of the brick 
structure covered in concrete 
to make them safer. 

But a year on he received a 
letter on behalf of the borough 
council stating that he had 
built an “unauthorised struc¬ 


ture” on council land. 

It went on to say: “We are 
satisfied you do not have any 
right or permission to put any 
structure on the land abutting 
you.” 

The letter asks Mr O’ Rourke 
to remove the steps, which cost 
him £380 to have repaired, by 
August 8 or face possible court 
proceedings. But the 61-year- 
old former borough council 
employee, who attained a law 
degree in 2003, says the claims 
are farcical. 

“Those steps have always 
been there.” He said. “You can 
clearly see the old brick under¬ 
neath. We have only repaired 
them with a bit of concrete on 
the top.” 

But Mr O’ Rourke said he 
will not be removing the of¬ 
fending items as they act as an 
emergency exit to his property. 

“If they’re taken out there 
will just be a back gate 4ft high 
in the air that we can’t use.” 


Mr O’Rourke, who was 
given the Queen’s award for 
voluntary services for his 
efforts fund-raising for the 
Thorplands Club 81 football 
team, says he has already en¬ 
quired about taking the steps 
out. But builders told him they 


are effectively ‘holding up’ the 
back fence and if removed, 
would cause the structure to 
fall. He is now resolved to fight 
the council in court. 

“How could they have sold 
me the house and not the steps 
leading to it?” he said. 


Council says h is not sure 
who built the steps 


■ Jim O’Rourke said had he known 
the steps belonged to the council, 
he would have contacted it to get 
the works completed in the first 
place. It is believed the offending 
steps were initially reported as an 
‘unauthorised structure’. 

■ After being contacted by the 
Chronicle & Echo this week the 
borough council has agreed to re¬ 
visit Mr O’Rourke’s property. 

■ A borough spokesperson said: 


“It is not clear who in the past 
was responsible for building the 
steps at the rear of Mr O’Rourke’s 
property, but we have contacted 
Mr O’Rourke and will be visiting 
him this week to help resolve the 
problem.” Even though there is a 
dispute as to who built the steps, 
Mr 0 Rourke says he is determined 
to keep them. He said: “It’s my back 
gate and I am entitled to use it, 
surely?”

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Father calls for murder

■he father of a Univer- 
r sity of Northampton 
I student accused of 
I murdering a teenager 
I abroad, has called for 
the proceedings to be stopped 
as he claims there is no case 
against his son. 

One year on from the fatal 
stabbing of Tyrrell Matthews- 
Burton on the holiday island 
of Crete, 20-year-old Myles 
Litchmore Dunbar stands as 
the only man accused, even 
though three bloody knives 
were recovered in relation to 
the crime. 

The tragic incident happened 
during a 30-man brawl outside 
a nightclub in the tourist vil¬ 
lage of Malia. 

But while 19 Brits were ar¬ 
rested that night, only the 
Northampton-based econom¬ 
ics student was charged with 
murder. 

On July 24, he passed his first 
year in a Greek prison, with no 
sign of a trial date being set in 
the near future. 

This week his father, 50-year- 
old Chris Dunbar, issued a 
heartfelt plea to the country’s 
authorities to drop the case. 
He said: “There has been a 
series of mistakes and errors, 
they have mishandled the 
whole thing.

“It’s a year on and they have 
got nothing new in terms of 
evidence. We have even flown 
over independent witnesses, 
but the authorities have paid 
them no regard. 

“The police closed the investi¬ 
gation after 24 hours, but there 


was 19 people arrested. “There 
were three knives and they 
were all bloody. How can Myles 
have been carrying all three?” 
The prosecution case against 
Mr Litchmore-Dunbar, from 
Lewisham, has it that a blood¬ 
ied knife was found in a trainer

in his hotel room. 

Other rumours have alleged he 
knew the deceased, that he was 
seen near the body in the after- 
math of the incident and that 
he had blood on his shirt. 

But the economics student, 
who once campaigned to keep 
Lewisham Hospital open, said 
the knife belonged to some¬ 
one else and claimed he was 
actually trying to break up the 
brawl as someone he knew was 
involved. 

Mr Dunbar said if the case 
against his son was not 
dropped then the trial should 
at least be held on home soil. 
“The system out there is 
flawed,” he said. “Our lawyers 
told us the courts very rarely 
challenge what the police say. 


“I have no confidence in the 
Greek judicial system. 

“There’s concerns around 
CCTV, concerns around wit¬ 
ness statements and forensic 
evidence.” 

The family have questioned 
why the clothes of Tyrell Mat¬ 
thews Burton were returned 
to his family shortly after the 
stabbing and not retained by 
the Greek authorities to be 
used as vital evidence. 

Hilary Brown, of Virgo Consul¬ 
tancy Services, part of Myles’ 
British legal representation, 
said: “The evidence is poor to 
say the least. The careless han¬ 
dling of vital forensic evidence 
and interviewing of witnesses 
is inexcusable. 

“We are not aiming to do the 


work of the Crete Police for 
them, but we will show the 
authorities the serious flaws in 
their investigation and see that 
the charges against Myles are 
dropped.” 

Mr Dunbar, who works in local 
government procurements, 
said the effect on the family, 
which includes Myles’ four sib¬ 
lings, had been devastating. 
They have spent more than 
£40,000 on legal fees and trav¬ 
elling to and from Greece so 
far.

NHS staff who treat patients 
with muscle and joint disor¬ 
ders have said Northampton¬ 
shire GPs are often wrongly 
referring patients to them. 

The comments from hospital 
workers appeared in a ques¬ 
tionnaire by the watchdog, 
Healthwatch Northampton¬ 
shire, taken by 35 staff. 

It said staff recommended 
that family doctors “should be 
given clearer referral criteria 
guidelines to avoid inappro¬ 
priate referrals, which take 
up time”. 

County patient groups 
have been regular critics of 
some Northamptonshire GPs 
over concerns they send pa¬ 
tients to specialists too easily, 
thereby delaying other treat¬ 
ments. Healthwatch said oth¬ 
er staff concerns included 
waiting times, as well as a need 
for more administrative staff, 
more receptionists and access 
to psychology support. 

However, some staff 
highlighted good quality of 
care, good team working with 
a diverse range of clinical 
skills and access to extended 
scope practitioners.

Nene said: “The report made 
reference to how referrals 
might be improved through 
clearer guidelines. 

“We have tools available 
to assist GPs to better 
understand which is the 
most appropriate service for 
the patient. This allows the 
patient to access the right 


care, in the right place and be 
treated by the right person 
first time and every time. 

“We have good 
communication and 
relationship with our acute 
trusts and will work with 
them to identify areas for 
improvement in relation to 
referrals.” 


Seven-month wait for pain clinic check 


■ Musculoskeletal patients 
reported “very high levels of sat¬ 
isfaction” with the quality of their 
care and treatment, Healthwatch 
Northamptonshire said. 

However, there was concern about 
the length of waiting times for both 
first appointments and follow- up 
appointments. In particular, one 


patient waited seven months to be 
seen at the pain clinic. 

The report said: “The average wait 
for the pain clinic is just under 
three months and the impact of 
waiting times on peoples’ lives is 
significant.” 

In other findings, 17 per cent of 
people surveyed were on sick leave 


due to their condition. A further 14 
per cent stated they were in pain, 
but had no choice but to continue to 
work. Nearly half of all the patients 
surveyed who were using one or 
more department were frustrated 
at perceived poor communication 
between departments, particular¬ 
ly between counties.

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Critical care nurse 
retires after 32 years

A nurse who has treated 
hundreds of patients in the 
Intensive Care Unit at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital in 
the past 30 years has retired. 
Mary Burt, a critical care 
nurse consultant, joined the 
hospital in 1982 and was pro¬ 
moted to sister four years 
later. During Mrs Burt’s time 
at the hospital, she has wit¬ 
nessed the number of critical 
care unit beds increase from 
five to 16, including eight in a 
new High Dependency Unit, 
which opened in 2005. 

Mrs Burt, who retired on 
Friday, said: “I feel mixed emo¬ 
tions. I’m sad to leave all the 
people I’ve worked with for 
many years.

Teenager is new voice of fostering 


A Northampton teenager is 
to become the public voice 
for a new fostering campaign 
across the county. 

Stephen, aged 18, has lived with 
his foster family for six years

The council takes care of 
more than 8oo children and its 
new Room For Me? campaign 
aims to highlight the benefits 
of the scheme and explain why 
being able to provide a spare 
bedroom is such an important 
factor 

Stephen said: “There was a 
lot of instability in my life be¬ 
fore I came into care. Being a 
foster placement meant that 
things were more stable, there 
were no sudden unwelcome 
surprises and there were no big 
dramatics. When I moved in, 
my bedroom was my safe place. 
I filled it with things that have 
happy associations and mem¬ 
ories and it became my quiet 
place where I could chill out or 


listen to my music. It helped me 
to feel safe and welcome.” 

He also attributes his aca¬ 
demic success, along with his 
own determination, to his fos¬ 
tering placement. In the last 
fewyears his school attendance 
has soared from 29 per cent to 
95 per cent and he achieved 10 
GCSEs before going on to study 
engineering. He is now looking 
to move into his own place and 
helps to train prospective fos¬ 
ter carers by helping them to 
understand the scheme from 
a child’s perspective. 

He said: “I didn’t need a 
parent, I already had parents; 
I needed a role model. My fos¬ 
ter carers had a lot of patience, 
they helped me to make sure 
my voice was heard and they 
looked out for me.” 

The council has also an¬ 
nounced a full programme of 
summer events to promote fos¬ 
tering across the county.

Striker Alex to be rewarded for fighting back to fitness

Striker Alex Nicholls is to be 
rewarded for fighting back to 
fitness by being offered a new 
contract by Cobblers boss 
Chris Wilder. 

Nicholls hasn’t played a 
competitive game since Oc¬ 
tober, 2012, when he suffered 
a double leg fracture in the 
process of scoring a goal in a 
2-0 win over Port Vale. 

The former Walsall man, 
whose previous contract ran 
out at the end of July, has 
faced a series of operations 
and medical procedures, and 
well as a lengthy rehabilita¬ 
tion.
